groves preparatory to spring 
cultivation. On two nights dur- 
ing the cold spell temperatures 
ranged from 25 Va to 31 degrees 
thruout the Covina valley. 


Stanley F. Trueblood, manager of 


the local fruit exchange, states that 
reports coming into his office indi- 
cate that no damage to the fruit has 
occurred thruout the Covina district, 
but that in unprotected orchards 
some damage has occurred to the 
new growth. What effect this will 
have on new year's crop is proble- 
matical, states Mr. Trueblood, as or- 
ange trees fortunately do not throw 
out all their fruit buds at one time. 
The lowest temperatures lasted for a 
comparatively short time each night. 


R. H. Hutchison, local horticul- 


tural inspector, states that a survey 
to date reveals no frost damage to 
oranges in the Covina valley. In a 
lew spots small lemons show indi- 
cations of being frosted. However, 
the growers must expect some dam- 
age to the tender shoots and blossom

Safety First in the Schools— 


Covina schools would do well to expand 


a program of ''safety first'' as a part of the 
regular course of studies. 


In spite of constant warnings, scolding and 


fines, and even imprisonments, the traffic fa- 
talities and injuries increase each year. The 
major cause of these, as shown by the records 
of the coroner, is careless, inattentive driving, 
which is reckless driving. Young people are 
by no means in the majority in reckless driv- 
ing. As a group they are better drivers than 
their elders. But the schools should definitely 
adopt a long-view program of safety teaching, 
not only to protect the scholars and the pub- 
lic now, but to produce a class of drivers in 
the future that automatically and instinctive- 
ly react correctly under all conditions. 


Much has been done in rendering the travel 


spaces safer. The white lines and wider 
boulevards have been distinct improvements.

What Is Wealth?— 


Five billions placed in the hands of Presi- 


dent Roosevelt is a blank check issued by 
vendibility, payable to serviceability. This 
statement calls for explanation. 


Wealth is produced by labor, mental and 


physical. There is no other wealth. 
When 


this wealth is distributed it is upon the ven- 
dibility basis, that is, it must command a 
price. This price must include cost and profit, 
under our present and past system. 


From the profits must come money for the 


payment of taxes. Producers may befool 
themselves by believing that they include 
taxation in their costs of production by pass- 
ing on this item to the consumer, but pro- 
ducers pay their share of taxation, inasmuch 
as taxation is subtracted from wealth, and 
wealth is only found in mental and physical 
labor. 


Therefore vendibility, or the system of pro- 


ducing for profit, pays the taxes. All of us who 
are gainfully employed, whether manufac- 
turer, farmer, clerk or laborer, pay all of the 
taxes. Vendibility furnishes the money for 
these taxes, and the money thus provided is 
placed in President Roosevelt's hands to be 
used for serviceability. This serviceability 
is represented by the mass of unemployed, 
the unemployable, the sick, the young and the 
aged. If these groups do not produce wealth 
by mental and physical labor, they are "ser- 
viced" thru t}ie labor of the employed. That 
is the dole, whether in form of old-age pen- 
sions, veterans' pensions, free hospitalization, 
public school education, food, clothing and 
shelter provided by employed parents for 
their children, subsistence for all disabled, or 
subsistence for the able-bodied who seek in 
vain for jobs. 


Wealth is not created by producing goods, 


but by consuming them. Not a commodity in 
the world has any value whatever until it 
reaches the consumer. All that has gone be- 
fore can only be called potential value, and 
potential value is merely a hope based on. 
ultimate consumption. It is no more an ac- 
tual value than a man suspected of murder 
is a murderer. 


By creating consumers thru the furnishing 


of commodities to those who need but cannot 
buy, we produce wealth (mental and physical 
labor) for a greater number non-employed

A person who has handled fire- 
arms from an early age seldom has an acci- 
dent; the same should hold true of automo- 
bile drivers. Of the two the motor car is far 
more a killing weapon than the gun. 


Perhaps if one district could demonstrate 


results from such a safety course, the state 
will think well of incorporating it in the gen- 
eral curriculum as a required study. 


War-Making in the Orient— 


Of a certainty the Philippines are now, and 


will continue to be, a menace to the peace of 
the United States, unless we learn and profit 
by the fact that all wars are economic in their 
origin. 


Racial hatreds are merely incidental and 


ancillary to war phobias. Commercial advan- 
tages and penalties lie at the roots of armed 
conflict. They caused the world-war. They 
will cause the next war, when it comes. 


U. S. Senator Ernest W. Gibson warns this 


week of impending trouble with Japan, if and 
when we walk out of control in those islands. 
The Japanese are colonizing on the islands, he 
says, preparing for the departure of the 
Americans. 
With the Philippines in their 


hands, the Japanese will control the trade 
routes to eastern Asia, subordinate the trade 
with the British and Dutch East Indies, and 
dictate the entrances to and exits from the 
enormous area of India. Japan is launched 
on a definite program of empire building. She 
is forced to this policy as an economic neces- 
sity. Of course, this means war. This means 
war to be engaged in by our grammar school 
pupils of today. This is what we are prepar- 
ing for them. 


Contrary to the loose thinking and faulty 


deduction of past ages, it is not man's nature 
to wage war. It i.s his behavior, not his nature, 
to fight with his own kind. His behavior has 
been fixed by thousands of years of economi': 
maladjustment. 
Unless real and equitable 


trade agreements are made with Japan, we, 
and other nations, will soon be at war with 
her, and no matter which side wins, we all 
lose. 


Inasmuch as economic, maladjustment pres- 


sures are the causes of war, it is, of course, 
idiotic and pathetic to maintain a League of 
Nations, or enter into assinine peace pacts, 
forbidding or sanctioning certain varieties of 
war engines and material. When nations are 
ron fronted with the necessity of lighting or 
relinquishing economic security, they will 
fight, arid will use any and all weapons and 
methods that lie to their hands. 


When all of the necessities of life are given 


free flow to the places where needed, as water 
flows to its level; when need dictates the 
movement along all trade lanes instead of a 
damming and impounding to penalize one 
area as against another, war will become mi 
absurdity. Japan refuses to be thus penaliz- 
ed, and she cannot be blamed. A starving 
man will kick in a bakery window, and a re- 
stricted and penalized people will fight their 
way out, or submit to slow death in the fash- 
ion of China and India. 


There is no longer the necessity of fighting 


more goods than are now being produced, 
and the unemployables furnish the market 
for this extra amount of goods. The system 
of vendibility pays for this 
serviceability. 


This is a combination of production for profit 
and production for use. 


The difficulty in understanding lies ir the 


fact, that many of us refuse to recognize goods 
as wealth, and continue to think of money as 
wealth, which it never was, and never will 
be. We must learn that as soon as a com- 
modity has been delivered to a consumer it 
has been paid for in full thru mental and 
physical labor, regardless of whether the par- 
ticular consumer can or cannot pay for it. 
If we curtail the number of consumers by 
erecting an artificial money barrier, we rob 
ourselves of just that much wealth (mental 
and physical labor). Banker, broker, manu- 
facturer, farmer, clerk, laborer—all of us— 
will be richer arid more secure when we rec- 
ognize this basic truth concerning wealth.

A study in the sources of purchasing power, 


made by the leaders in Rotary International, 
is beginning to be felt. A new concept of 
business balance is coming to be understood. 


Maiiy hundreds of organizations, social, 


civic and political, have entered into earnest 
study programs, all aimed at the restoration, 
of business, but it seems, from a perusal, that 
Rotary has attacked the question at its broad- 
est base. The recognition of the fact must 
first be established as a premise that we are 
not dealing with a problem of poverty but 
with plenty. Rotary is studying to determine 
the cause of the imbalance in production and 
distribution. 


Rotary is composed of business and profes- 


sional men, educators, as well tradesmen, 
small and large. It is represented in nearly 
every community in the United States and 
in many foreign countries. Rotary is non- 
political and is actuated by a desire to be of 
service. 


Quite generally, the thinkers in the world 


are coming to believe (as the Rotary survey 
beqins to show) thnt. there must be a more 
elastic medium of exchange, and one which 
is less a commodity in itself. There is no 
dearth of basic commodities in the world, but 
there is a scarcity in circulating medium. 
Someone, of course, immediately declares that 
the banks are filled with idle money, and that 
all that is needed is to release it thru easier 
credit. But this has never been true. The 
Rc'commction Finance corporation last year 
loaned mure money than has ever existed 
in the United States. 


It i.s evident that Rotary intends an exten- 


sive discussion of this question thru its net- 
work of service clubs, and something definite 
and helpful to the country should be the 
result.

HAPPY CHILDREN 


One bright boy of eleven years 


gave me his name on a piece of pa- 
per, asking me if I would not write 
to him when I got home, as he had 
never received a letter. You may be 
sure I will write to him, and before 
I get home, too. I can see him now, 
waving his hand to me, and calling 
out "Don't forget me!" What a joy* 
to see this happy, laughing, cheerful 
group of people—no worries, no 
money, no responsibilities. No de- 
pression ever, here, as Dame Nature 
takes bountiful care of them. Their 
wants are few, the sea furnishes 
them with the finest of fish and sea- 
foods, and the jungle does the rest. 
Another grand feature of the island, 
there are no snakes here, and ev- 
eryone goes barefooted. 


The road leading to the native vil- 


lage was very narrow, and we had 
some very close calls from passing 
buses, once or twice having to back 
up for a place to pass. This road 
followed the coast line closely, and 
the hills rise straight up out of the 
sea, the road being cut out of the 
volcanic rocks in many places. On 
both sides was a dense jungle, many

He was about 6 feet 4 inches 
in his bare feet, straight as an ar- 
row, and weighed about 185 pounds, 
a beautiful physical specimen.

NATIVE HOMES 


The native then took us to his 


home, and let me try to describe it: 
It was an oval-shaped house, about 
30x50 feet, one room only, supported 
on the ends and sides by straight 
cocoanut wood poles about eight 
inches in diameter, set about six 
feet apart, on top of Wi.ich was the 
roof. The roof was made of palm 
branches, and over that a heavy 
quilting of thick cocoanut 
fibre, 


hanging down around the edges like 
a fringe and making a steep gable 
roof, quite rain-proof, the sides and 
ends being entirely open. A series 
of reed mattings were neatly rolled 
up between each post, to be used in 
case of hard rains, and the floor 
was made of a pavement of small 
coral locks, cemented together, mak- 
ing it quite smooth, over which was 
spread several mats, prettily woven 
grasses in native designs showing a 
familiarity with geometric figures. 
There were no tables or chairs, and 
his good fat wife lay asleep on the 
floor, wrapped in her white lava- 
lava, and only raised herself on her 
elbow when we entered, nodding us 
a laughing welcome. 


Everything was so primitive, the 


water in crude gourd-shells, stone 
mortars in vvhi 
food, and a big 
their ceremonial drink is prepared. 
Let me describe this drink as the 
old chief gave it to us, and I have 
read of it elsewhere just as he told 
us. The heart of Samoan life, both 
civic and political, is the drinking 
of kava, the making and drinking of 
which is a certain ritual. No festival 
is complete without it, no v/ar can 
be fought if the kava has not be-on

overtures are always made: over a 
bowl of kava. It is made from the 
root of a large pepper-bush, very 
common in the jungles. The leaves 
are very dark and heart-shaped. Il 
takes three years for the bush tu 
attain the right size, and after fivj 
years they are too fibrous. 


SACRAMENTAL DRINK 


KuVu is made by the taup_ou, ;: 


girl of the highest rank, acting a*; 
the hostess. The taupou and the 
girls chosen for her train formerly 
prepared the kava by pressing it in 
the sight of the guests, but today 
they pound it in a stone rnoriar with 
a smooth piece of rock to a fine

in their thinnest wash-dresses, and 
the game decks are about deserted, 
everyone trying to keep quiet and 
cool. At. Samoa we had that deli- 
cious, cool, fresh sea-breeze that 
made the heat much more endur- 
able, just what to me was a perfect 
ciimate, even better than that of 
Hawaii.

Letter No. 4 


With pleasant memories of Pago- 


Pago and Nuiafoou still lingering 
fresh in our memories, we awake 
the morning that ought to be Christ- 
mas day, but is not, being the 26th 
of December, to see 011 going on 
deck the mountains and hills of the 
Fijis, that large group of Polynes- 
ians, with some 250 islands in the 
Fijis alone. Viti Leuvu is the largest, 
and here is Suva, the capital. Levu, 
on the island of Ovalau, some sixty 
miles from Suva, was formerly the 
capital, now almost deserted by the 
whites, but a charming bit of tropi- 
cal life can be seen here, quite un- 
touched by modern civilization, ex- 
cepting for a mission station of the 
Methodists, next year celebrating 
the 100th anniversary of the found- 
ing of this station. Copra is the prin- 
cipal export. Another of the larger 
islands is Vanau Levu. All the Fi- 
jians were formerly cannibals, and 
not so long ago, the present genera- 
tion having many grandparents who 
practiced this custom. 


UNEXPECTED FRIENDS 


Before we had finished our break- 


fasts three friends of ours came on 
board ship to see us, Mr. Hayles and 
his two charming daughters of high 
school ages. They formerly lived in 
Auckland, New Zealand, but have 
been here in Suva for eleven years 
now, and like it immensely. The 
father has a good post with the Bri- 
tish government. They took us out 
to their lovely bungalow home on a 
point of land four miles from the 
town. Their house was on a street 
going around the bay, and just across 
the road was a splendid bathing 
beach, fringed 
with 
tall 
coconut 


palms. Their garden contained a 
wealth 
of tropical 
bright-colored 


flowers and shrubs, the bright yel- 
low of the alamanders, the various- 
colored hibiscus, the red flowers of 
the flamboyant tree, a bread-fruit 
tree, several papayas, coconuts, and 
many others whose names I do not 
remember. 


We enjoyed a fine home-cooked 


luncheon with this family, and after 
lunch Mr. Hayles took us all in his 
car for a long drive all about the 
island. His car was a model T Ford, 
and when we came to a steep hill we 
all had to get out and push, the 
bands on his "low" being out of or- 
der. However, we had a lot of ex- 
periences of the same kind at home 
in former years, so we all took it as 
a big joke and laughed and had a 
good time. At Tamavua, a native 
village, we were met by the chief 
and taken to see the interior of one 
of the native huts. Made of canes, 
tightly woven together; with open- 
ings for the windows and door, but 
with no door or windows, the wo- 
men and children sitting on the dirt 
floor, and a steep grass woven roof 
covering it, the interior was much 
darker than those of the Samoans 
at Pago-Pago. 


JUNGLE CHARMS 


Our drive was thru a long series 


of jungle, only wide enough for one 
car to pass, but well surfaced with 
gravel, the sides and gutters being 
bogs of soft dirt, so no one tries to 
run around another car, knowing he 
would be stuck in the mud if he did. 
The lovely green foliated papaia 
trees were hanging full of ripe and 
green fruits, great tree-melons. Ban- 
anas hung in large clusters on many 
of the trees, coconuts were seen 
everywhere, great big green avo- 
cados were growing wild, and also 
the bread-fruit, pineapples, tapioca, 
bela-bela, and the yangola plants, 
from the roots of which kava is 
made. We were offered a drink of 
this native booze, but it looked like 
a lot of dirty dishwater, and we did 
not take any chances on it. If taken 
too freely it goes to the legs and one 
cannot walk straight, but it does not 
aft'ect any other part of the body. 


Here at Tamavua we saw three 


large pala, as they call their drum, 
made out of a log of wood some 15 


inches in diameter and four feet 
long and hollowed out in the center, 
but not at the two ends. A heavy 
club of hardwood was used to strike 
the log and the same could be heard 
for a great distance. The native Fi- 
jian has a great head of bushy curly 
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neck. Trying to brush it off with my 


snakes here, which appeals to us for 
we do not like the serpent family 
any too well. 


At Mr. Hayles' home, when he 


took down a lovely Fijian fan made 
of woven reeds fringed with beauti- 
ful edging of feathers, I felt 


asionally a grand sunset or a cloud 
fleet—alwa'ys something 
different,

of about 16 inches. They comb it 
with wooden combs (much like we 
used on a horse's mane) and are 
very proud oJ their hair. If it rains 
they think only of covering it, the 
rest of the clothing or body being 
of no importance. At several points 
on our drive we would be on top 
of some mountain, where we could 
get a splendid view of the island and 
its tropical loveliness, our big white 
ship tied up at the dock making the 
centerpiece of the picture. 


Soon after four o'clock we were 


back on our ship, and had the Hay- 
les family for guests at our afternoon 
tea. Just as they had to go ashore, 
when the "all visitors ashore" bell 
rang, it commenced to rain, and how 
it did pour down, and how fortunate 
we were not to get caught out in 
such a rain! However, it stopped 
in about twenty minutes and our 
friends stood waving their hand- 
kerchiefs to us in farewell as our 
ship slowly swung out into the bay 
on her start for Auckland. 


The residents told us several in- 


teresting features about their island: 
There is but one railroad, and that 
is the only one in the world where 
passengers ride free. The company 
assumes no risks for accidents, they 
have no time schedule, and it takes 
all day to go thirty miles. 


BUSINESS DEVELOPMENT 


There is a fine grammar school in 


Suva, operated by the government, 
but no high school. They have their 
own money, postage stamps and a 
local government, a governor, legis- 
lature consisting of both white and 
native members, but who have little, 
if any, voice in affairs. The town has 
one newspaper, several large trad- 
ing firms, Europeans, Chinese, and 
a few Indians, three picture shows. 
There are four churches—Wesleyan 
Methodist, Presbyterian, Church of 
England, and Catholic. 


The Europeans enjoy themselves 


with numerous picnics in the jungle 
or on the seashore, motoring or 
yachting or rowing on the still 
waters of the lagoons inside the coral 
reefs, which break the huge ocean 
waves. Like Samoa, there are no

On the grass near the dock were 


seated a lot of fat native girls, kind, 
smiling faces, selling baskets beau- 
tifully 
woven, 
tortoise-shell ring 


jewelry, woven mats, tappa cloth 
mats made from the bark of certain 
trees, and beaten together with a 
club, and pretty designs worked on 
it. Also an endless variety of their 
local fruits. 


Lying at anchor in the bay were 


a lot of good-sized fishing and trad- 
ing schooners, with power and sails, 
mostly manned by native captains 
and crews of Fijians. 
On one of 


these boats I want to make some 
trips to the other islands the next 
time we come here, to some of the 
native villages where but few white 
men ever get and no clothing is 
worn. 


On the island of Nokani is their 


leper colony, one of the most lovely 
of all the islands. 


FIREWALKERS OF BEQA 


The island of Beqa is the home of 


the famous tribe of "Firewalkers," 
eighteen miles from 
Suva. 
This 


tribe has an old ceremony of heat- 
ing a lot of round stones in a fire, 
rolling them out when quite hot, and 
walking over them with their bare 
feet. It never seems to burn them, 
though no other natives, or even 
white men, can do it without great 
burns. A recent passenger on this 
ship tried to imitate the natives, but 
had to be carried back to the steam- 
er on a stretcher, his feet badly 
burned. 


It is now just two weeks since we 


left Port Los Angeles, and we are

Armstrong Urges 
Rigid Control of 


Citrus Surplus 


A sound plan of positive surplus 


control for use in time of need was 
to be an immediate major problem 
of the California citrus industry by 
Paul S. Armstrong, general manager 
California Fruit Growers Exchange, 
spea'cing at the annual citrus insti- 
tute on Tuesday in San Bernardino. 


"Regulation of shipments with a 


view to moving the entire crop is 
relatively simple as compared with 
the problem, o£_ an actual ^surplus 
where each producer must share in 
a proportionate elimination, however 
small in percentage. I place great 
reliance in the California-Arizona 
citrus marketing agreement to ac- 
complish orderly marketing of our 
large 1935 crop of oranges and 
grapefruit. Without it the situation 
would certainly be critical as pres- 
sure to ship is tremendous," he said. 


Two major problems, (1) accurate 


estimates and (2) current elimina- 
tion of surplus, remain as yet un- 
solved, according to Armstrong. 


"Dependable estimates are essen- 


tial to the correct planning of a 
shipment program and to secure an 
equality of marketing opportunity 
among growers," he said. 
Fortun- 


ately the marketing agreement has 
so far not had to deal with an ac- 
tual surplus. Perhaps because of the 
Florida freeze there will be none 
this year." 


The orange crop from all sources 


for the balance of the season, after 
February 16, was given as 76,000 
cars, which is 8000 cars more than 
was marketed after that date in 1934. 
The grapefruit supply for the same 
period is the same as last year, about 
14,000 cars.

New Pre-Cooling 
Method for Fruit 


to Be Marketed 


Formation of a $2,000,000 corpora- 


tion to manufacture machinery for 
a new method of prc-cooling citrus 
fruits was disclosed this week with 
the filing of articles of incorporation 
with the county clerk in Los Ange- 
les.. The concern is the Calair cor- 
poration. Directors are businessmen 
of Whittier, Pomona, Los Angeles, 
nnd Beverly Hills. 


The new method, for which ma- 


chinery was patented about a year 
ago, enables a carload of citrus to 
be cooled in from four to six hours, 
or approximately one-fourth the 
time now required by use of ice. 
The machine, according to G. F. 
Egeler of Pomona, inventor, manu- 
factures its own cold air. 


Other directors are W. D. Stock- 


dale, Whittier; D. W. Booher, Pomo- 
na; C. S. Miller, Pomona; L. H. 
Pemberton and J. J. Griesen of Los 
Angeles, and Thomas H. Hearn of 
Beverly Hills. 


According to Hearn, the machine 


to be manufactured takes in ordin- 
ary air, cools it, and blows it out at 
a temperature of 50 degrees below 
zero, free from moisture, and sterile. 
It is claimed that the present method 
of cooling, by blowing a blast of air 
over ice; permits moisture to enter 
the car and sometimes causes mil- 
dew on the fruit. 
According to 


Hearn, it requires an average of 
seven tons of ice and from 20 to 24 
hours to cool a carload of citrus by 
the present method. 


Because of the speed in which a 


carload can be cooled, it will enable 
growers to keep a closer tab on the 
market, and to supply better fruit, 
it is claimed. 


The articles of incorporation per- 


mit the firm to engage in a general 
refrigeration business, supply stor- 
age facilities, and deal in fuels, either 
solid, liquid or gaseous, it is reveal- 
ed.
